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OMI-CA  CANDIDATES 
and  ISSUES  FORUM 
HELD 


The  OMI  Community  As¬ 
sociation  conducted  a  Can¬ 
didates  and  Issues  Forum  on 
October  26.  The  event  was 
held  at  Temple  United 
Methodist  Church,  and  was 
well-attended  by  a  broad 
spectrum  of  community 
residents.  Virtually  all  of  the 
candidates  for  election  to 
the  offices  of  Supervisor, 
Sheriff,  District  Attorney 
and  Mayor  were  either 
present  or  were  represented 
by  members  of  their  re¬ 
spective  staffs.  As  well, 
proponents  and  opponents  of 
some  of  the  more  contro¬ 
versial  propositions  on  the 
November  4  Ballot  pre¬ 
sented  their  views. 

Candidates  for  Supervisor 
were  the  first  to  be  heard. 
Those  present  were:  Charles 
Baldine;  Jesse  Tepper;  Ter¬ 
ry  Francois;  Espanola  Jack- 
son;  Quentin  L.  Kopp;  Lor¬ 
raine  Lahr;  Enola  D.  Max¬ 
well;  Bob  Mendelsohn; 
Peter  Patrick  Mendelsohn; 
Harvey  Milk;  Ron  Pelosi; 
Joyce  Ream;  Sylvester  P. 
Santos;  Arnold  Gene  Town¬ 
send  and  Jo  Anne  Hendricks. 

Each  of  the  candidates  for 
Supervisor  and,  later,  each 
of  those  for  Mayor,  was 
asked  to  speak  to  five 
questions  regarding  their 
proposed  programs  for: 
providing  public  transporta¬ 
tion  to  BART  Stations  for 
OMI  residents;  reducing 
property  taxes;  preventing 
the  City  from  becoming 
another  New  York;  en¬ 
gaging  the  youth  of  OMI  in

productive  activities ;  and 
providing  leadership  in  the 
effort  to  obtain  quality  edu¬ 
cation.  Several  innovative 
approaches  were  presented 
in  each  of  the  areas,  and 
more  were  suggested  by  the 
audience  in  the  brief  ques¬ 
tion  and  answer  period 
which  followed. 

Next  to  present  their  cases 
were  the  candidates  for  the 
office  of  District  Attorney. 
Present  were  Joseph  Frei¬ 
tas,  Jr.;  William  J.  Mallen; 
Carol  Ruth  Silver  and  a 
representative  from  the  of¬ 
fice  of  the  incumbent  John 
Jay  Ferdon.  Each  of  these 
candidates  and,  later,  each 
1  of  those  for  Sheriff,  was 
asked  to  address  three  ques¬ 
tions  regarding  their  pro¬ 
posed  programs  for:  elimi¬ 
nating  selective  prosecution 
on  the  basis  of  race;  estab¬ 
lishing  a  meaningful  diver¬ 
sion  program  in  the  OMI 
area ;  and  prosecuting  police 
officers  who  violate  the  law. 
All  of  the  candidates  had 
constructive  ideas  on  these 
questions  and,  again,  more 
were  elicited  in  the  question 
and  answer  session. 

Candidates  for  the  office 
of  Sheriff  were  then  asked  to 
speak.  Present  were:  Wil¬ 
liam  Bigarani,  Richard  D. 
Hongisto;  Michael  D.  Nevin 
and  Eugene  Prat.  Substan¬ 
tial  discussion  was  had  on 
the  matter  of  the  incum¬ 
bent’s  record  and  of  alleged 
misrepresentations  of  it. 

Following  that  discussion, 
there  was  an  extensive  pre-

Besides  learning  from  his¬ 
tory’s  mistakes,  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School 
District  is  paying  for  them. 

The  District  has  embark¬ 
ed  upon  an  $85  million 
program  to  renovate  57 
unsafe  structures,  including 
six  schools  in  the  Ocean 
View  -  Merced  -  Ingleside 
(OMI)  area. 

Unsound  schools  built 
earlier  this  century  and 
their  subsequent  poor  per¬ 
formances  during  earth¬ 
quakes  forced  the  state  to 
require  the  strengthening  of 
many  structures. 

Dale  Stancliff,  architectu¬ 
ral  coordinator  for  the 
School  District,  explained 
that  in  many  schools  the 
reinforced  concrete  walls 
were  dangerously  weak. 
Concrete  poured  from  the 
top  of  walls  failed  to  consoli¬ 
date,  leaving  what  looked 
like  popcorn  at  the  base  of 
the  walls  and  water  near  the 
top. 

“This  didn’t  bother  them 
in  those  days.  They  weren’t 
worried  about  earth¬ 
quakes,”  he  said.  “This  was 
fairly  close  to  the  1906  fire. 
You’ve  probably  heard  the 
expression,  ‘It  wasn’t  the 

sentation  on  the  pros  and 
cons  of  key  ballot  issues.  All 
speakers  were  quite  well 
prepared  and  gave  informa¬ 
tion  which  might  help  voters 
make  wise  decisions  at  the 
polling  place.

earthquake;  it  was  the  fire.’ 
They  actually  built  the 
buildings  with  that  in 
mind.” 

Hollow-tile  walls  were 
placed  on  either  sides  of 
stairways  and  corridors  as 
fire  barriers.  However, 
these  walls  “crumble  just 
like  broken  plates”  in  a 
quake. 

Stancliff  noted  that  school 
buildings  were  designed  to 
resist  a  vertical  force, 
gravity,  but  were  not  built  to 
withstand  horizontal  forces. 

“An  earthquake  will  exert 
forces  in  every  direction,” 
he  said.  “You  really  can’t 
anticipate  it.  It  depends  on 
the  relationship  between  the 
epicenter  of  the  quake  and 
the  building  as  to  what 
direction  the  forces  are 
coming  from.” 

Stancliff  added  that 
schools  were  rarely  inspect¬ 
ed. 

“Looking  at  the  old  school 
buildings,  when  you  tear  off 
the  finishes  it  just  looked 
like  they  had  lousy  inspec¬ 
tion  or  they  didn’t  have  any 
inspection  at  all,”  he  said. 

“They  got  away  with 
things  in  those  days  that  we 
wouldn’t  get  away  with 
today.” 


To  insure  that  educational 
authorities  never  again 
erected  unsound  buildings, 
in  1933  the  legislature 
passed  the  Field  Act  which 
established  minimum 
standards  for  the  design  and 
construction  of  new  schools. 

Forty  years  later,  the 
legislature  amended  the 
Act  to  also  require  that 
geological  surveys  be  made 
on  the  sites  of  schools 
constructed  prior  to  1957. 

Citywide,  43  elementary 
schools,  eight  junior  high 
schools,  three  high  schools, 
and  three  bilingual  educa¬ 
tion  centers  are  due  for 
some  reconstruction. 

At  San  Miguel,  work  be¬ 
gan  during  the  summer 
when  spikes  were  put  in  the 
ceiling  to  reinforce  the  plas¬ 
ter.  The  school  will  also 
have  an  elevator  and  acous¬ 
tical  tile  installed,  and  the 
furnace  fixed. 

Work  also  commenced 
during  the  summer  at 
Sunnyside  when  the  arcade 
protruding  over  the  yard 
was  removed.  Beginning  in 
February,  the  building  will 
be  painted  and  the  top  floor 
fortified.

Henry  Jefferson  of  OMI-CA’s  Board  was  unanimously 
chosen  as  the  Association’s  representative  on  the  Citizens’ 
Committee  for  Wastewater  Management.  Mr.  Jefferson  also 
agreed  to  look  into  the  matter  of  the  new  San  Francisco 
Development  Fund  Program  for  funding  low-interest  home 
loans  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  single-family  dwellings 
in  the  City. 

The  OMI  Family  Center  held  two  very  successful  Open 
House  meetings  during  the  month,  and  assured  us  of  their 
continued  support.  The  Board  happily  welcomed  back  the 
active  participation  of  Quetta  Tyree,  who  has  revised  her 
busy  schedule  in  order  to  be  able  to  take  part  in  the  Board’s 
vital  work  in  our  Community. 

Chairman,  Lonnie  Lawson  of  the  Community  Planning 
Committee  reported  on  that  group’s  activities  in  our  current 
efforts  to  secure  funds  from  the  Mayor’s  1976  Community 
Development  Program  and  Housing  Assistance  Plan.  He 
also  submitted  a  proposed  description  of  the  work  to  be 
performed  by  our  college  intern  volunteers. 

Richard  Tooker  successfully  introduced,  for  inclusion  in 
the  Policy  Handbook,  a  resolution  concerning  the  work  of 
volunteers  assigned  to  OMI  through  partisan  legislative 
offices. 

Mr.  William  A.  Gross,  Urban  and  Public  Affairs  Manager 
for  Safeway  Stores,  presented  a  detailed  report  on  the 
matter  of  that  chain’s  closing  of  their  Ocean  Avenue  store.  A 
lengthy  discussion  among  those  present  followed.  The 
salient  point  he  presented  was  that  the  store  is  unprofitable 
for  a  variety  of  reasons,  and  that  the  company  feels  that  the 
unit  cannot  be  economically  returned  to  a  profit-making 
status.  The  Community  College  District  Board  will  give 
further  consideration  to  its  proposed  purchase  of  the 
property  at  its  meeting  of  November  18,  1975.

*4  lb.  shrimp,  chopped  fine 

y2  cup  water  chestnuts,  chopped  fine 

3  green  onions,  chopped 

!/■>  tsp.  salt 

1  tsp.  monosodium  glutamate 

1  tsp.  cornstarch 
Vs  tsp.  pepper 

Mix  preceeding  together  thoroughly.  Have  ready  a 
package  of  Won  Ton  skins  and  2  well  beaten  egg  whites. 
Take  square  Won  Ton  skin  and  place  in  front  of  you  in  the 
form  of  a  diamond.  Place  1  tsp.  of  meat  mixture  in  middle, 
rub  egg  white  on  the  top  sides  of  the  diamond  and  encase 
meat  by  folding  the  bottom  half  of  the  diamond  up  over  the 
top  half.  Now  rub  egg  white  on  the  two  bottom  points  of  the 
newly  formed  triangle  and  seal  by  folding  first  one  side  to 
middle  and  then  the  other  to  middle  in  an  over-lapping 
fashion.  If  you  can’t  follow  this,  don’t  feel  bad;  this  is  a 
situation  where  a  picture  is  really  worth  a  hundred  words. 
Meat  mixture  makes  about  48  Won  Tons. 

2  qts.  chicken  broth  or  meat  stock 

1  lb.  thin  sliced  cooked  Chinese  roast  pork  or  cooked 
ham  sliced  thin

VOTER  REGISTRATION 

Only  six  and  one-half  million  of  the  14  million  Californians 
who  were  eligible  by  age  to  cast  ballots  actually  voted  in  the 
last  election. 

Nearly  five  million  Californians  did  not  register  or 
re-register  to  vote  last  year,  mainly  because  of  obstacles 
within  the  system. 

Governor  Edmund  G.  Brown,  Jr.  addressed  this  problem 
in  his  inaugural  address,  terming  it  a  “vote  of  no 
confidence.” 

Since  then  the  Legislature  has  been  working  to  increase 
public  participation  in  our  electoral  process. 

Recently  the  Governor  signed  landmark  legislation  which 
simplifies  the  registration  process. 

Currently  if  someone  fails  to  vote  in  a  general  election  or 
moves  out  of  the  county,  he  must  personally  appear  and 
re-register.  Otherwise  he  is  “purged”  from  the  registration 
rolls. 

Under  the  new  law,  effective  July  1,  1976,  a  person  will  be 
able  to  register  and  re-register  to  vote  by  mail. 

Everyone  failing  to  vote  in  the  previous  election  will  be 
sent  forwardable  purge  notices.  If  a  person  has  moved,  he 
merely  writes  his  new  address  in  the  space  provided  on  the 
card  and  returns  it  to  the  county  clerk.  His  registration 
affidavit  will  automatically  be  sent  to  his  new  county. 

If  a  person  didn’t  vote,  he  does  nothing  when  he  receives 
his  notice.  He  will  remain  on  the  rolls. 

The  only  people  who  will  be  taken  off  the  lists  are  those 
who  died  or  moved  out  of  the  State  and  their  purge  notices 
will  automatically  be  returned  to  the  clerk’s  office  by  the 
post  office. 

In  order  to  make  registration  easier  for  those  who  haven’t 
registered  to  vote  before,  forms  will  be  sent  to  all 
households  where  an  unregistered  voter  lives.  He  can 
simply  fill  out  the  simplified  affidavit  and  send  it  to  the 
county  clerk. 

Under  the  old  system,  it’s  been  estimated  it  costs  $3  per 
person  to  register  voters,  and  by  reducing  the  need  for 
deputy  registrars  to  sign  up  people  to  vote,  millions  of  tax 
dollars  can  be  saved  each  year. 


Heat  broth  and  add  all  the 
above  ingredients  except  the 
roast  pork  and  the  chopped 
green  onions.

I  have 
prepared  them  with  a 
spinach-ravioli  type  filling 
and  served  them  with  spa¬ 
ghetti  sauce.  The  Won  Tons 
can  also  be  deep  fat  fried 
and  dipped  in  mustard  or 
catsup  as  hors  d’ouvres.  The 
whole  process  is  simple, 
fast,  fun  and  requests  for 
second  helpings  are  almost 
100  percent  guaranteed!

However,  it’s  another  Dell  book,  WOMEN  AND  THEIR 
SEXUALITY  IN  THE  NEW  FILM,  by  Joan  Mellen,  that’s 
exciting.  An  interesting  thesis  of  Ms.  Mellen  is  that  the  so 
called  liberation  of  women  in  films  has  freed  them  from  the 
confines  of  respect  they  invariably  received  in  the  films  of 
the  30’s  and  40’s,  and  instead  has  substituted  roles  where 
they’re  now  the  object  of  the  most  predatory  type  of 
characters  the  screen  has  to  offer.  The  “liberated”  woman 
of  Last  Tango,  for  example,  is  treated  as  a  mere  vessel  or 
utensil.  Can  you  imagine  Ingrid  Bergman  or  Joan  Crawford 
having  to  put  up  with  that  sort  of  nonsense?  A  most 
perceptive  book. 

I  know  that  in  a  number  of  places  around  the  nation  there 
are  vestiges  of  Nixon  supporters  who  still  feel  the  former 
President  was,  to  put  it  mildly,  “done  in”  by  the  press,  tv 
and  Nixon  “haters”  both  in  and  out  of  Congress.  They  see 
his  fall  as  a  result  of  an  unholy  alliance  by  those  who 
couldn’t  beat  him  in  ’72. 

Frank  Mankiewicz  has  written  an  exhaustively  detailed 
(but  highly  readable)  book  on  the  exclusively  legal  aspects 
of  the  Nixon  crimes  against  the  people  of  the  United  States. 
He  shows,  as  clearly  as  possible,  that  when  the  evidence 
was  fairly  and  sequentially  marshalled,  there  was  no  choice 
for  even  Nixon  supporters  on  the  committee  to  ignore  the 
illegalities  of  the  tarnished  President.  THE  U.S.  v 
RICHARD  M.  NIXON :  The  Final  Crisis  (Ballantine)  is  must 
reading  if  you  would  like  to  know  exactly  who  and  what  did 
Mr.  Nixon  in  and  brought  a  modicum  of  justice  to  America. 

The  other  Ballantine  winner  is  Michael  Shaara’s  THE 
KILLER  ANGELS.  The  author  received  the  1975  Pulitzer 
award  and  you  can  see  why.  It’s  as  fantastic  a  recreation  of 
an  actual  series  of  occurrences  in  American  History  as  I’ve 
ever  been  exposed  to  —  and  I’ve  read  a  number  of  them 
both  as  a  reviewer  and  history  teacher.  He’s  right  up  there 
with  Bruce  Catton  and  MacKinlay  Kantor  in  bringing  to  life 
the  Civil  War. 

Shaara’s  epic  on  the  Battle  of  Gettysburg  shows  what  it 
was  like  on  both  sides,  and  for  the  first  time  in  this 
reviewer’s  reading,  blends  so  beautifully  the  Union  and 
Confederate  points  of  view  that  for  this  battle,  at  least,  I 
found  myself  hoping  the  South  with  its  forlorn  bravery, 
would  take  a  certain  hill.

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NEW  UNION  IS 
OPEN  AT 
S.  F.  STATE 

The  new  $8-million  Student 
Union  is  essentially  com¬ 
pleted  and  the  $6-million 
Administration  Building  ad¬ 
dition  is  already  half-com¬ 
pleted  according  to  Execu¬ 
tive  Dean  Frank  F.  Sheehan, 
director  of  campus  planning 
at  San  Francisco  State  Uni¬ 
versity. 

The  controversial,  two¬ 
pronged  Union  at  the  center 
of  the  campus  now  serves  as 
a  focal  facility  for  more  than 
23,700  students  currently  en¬ 
rolled  at  S.F.  State.  The 
Bookstore  has  been  oper¬ 
ating  on  the  first  level  in  the 
Union  since  the  beginning  of 
the  term.  Temporary  food 
services  have  also  been 
operative  at  lower  levels  in 
the  new  building. 

According  to  Jim  Kirk¬ 
land,  Union  director,  the 
permanent  food  services  are 
expected  to  be  functioning 
by  November  1.  He  adds 
that  the  first  levels  of  the 
towers  are  now  being  used 
but  the  upper  levels  are 
closed  pending  study  of 
alternative  solutions  of  ac¬ 
cessibility  for  handicapped 
students. 

Landscaping  about  the 
Student  Union  is  expected  to 
be  completed  by  year’s  end. 

This  building  has  been 
described  by  its  architect, 
British-born  Paffard  Keat- 
ing-Clay,  as  a  “magic 
double  hexagon”  with  two 
soaring  pyramids  which  he 
has  dubbed,  “the  pyramid  of 
silence  and  the  pyramid  of 
sound.”  (one  tower  for 
meditation  and  study;  the 
other  for  student  activities.) 
The  Union,  containing  near¬ 
ly  a  half  square  mile  of  total 
space,  was  constructed  by 
Engstrum  &  Nourse.  An 
official  dedication  with  ap¬ 
propriate  ceremony  will  be 
scheduled  later  in  the 
semester. 

The  Administration  Build¬ 
ing  addition,  a  five  level 
structure  of  offices  at  the 
corner  of  Holloway  and  19th 
Ave.,  is  scheduled  for  occu¬ 
pancy  next  summer.

An  important  opportunity 
is  available  for  members 
and  friends  of  Congregation 
Beth  Israel-Judea  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  a  voluntary  program 
for  the  prevention  of  Tay- 
Sachs  Disease.

building  was  razed  last  year 
and  bungalows  were  built 
around  the  school  yard.  The 
construction  inconvenienced 
the  school’s  395  pupils,  but 
Principal  John  Dougherty 
said  that  the  experience 
may  have  sobered  his  stu¬ 
dents. 

“It  was  good  for  the  kids 
to  see  the  school  being 
built,”  he  said.  “I  think  that 
it  instilled  pride  in  them.  We 
haven’t  had  much  vanda¬ 
lism  this  year.” 

Commodore  Sloat  Princi¬ 
pal  Maureen  Tetiti  explain¬ 
ed  that  the  school’s  audi¬ 
torium  and  cafeteria  will  be 
improved  while  the  rest  of 
the  building  is  demolished. 
A  16  room  schoolhouse  will 
be  built  in  its  stead. 

Lakeshore  escaped  any 
work,  but  hosted  John  Muir 
students  for  the  past  year. 

Two  years  of  construction 
on  Aptos  ended  last  Decem¬ 
ber.  Principal  Albert  Vidal 
boasted  that  Aptos  was  the 
first  school  not  to  have 
double-sessions.  Renovation 
strengthened  the  building 
and  improved  the  lighting. 

Work  isn’t  progressing  as 
smoothly  at  Balboa. 

“We’re  living  in  half  a 
building  here,”  lamented 
Principal  Harold  Zimmer¬ 
man. 

Zimmerman  said  that  he 
has  a  three  inch  thick  folder 
outlining  improvements  re¬ 
quired  on  the  school. 
Balboa’s  foundation  and 
walls  need  work,  as  do  the 
library,  bleachers,  and  audi¬ 
torium. 

“I  have  sufficient  room  to 
house  1,000  students  ade¬ 
quately,  even  inadequate¬ 
ly,”  he  said,  “but  right  now 
I  have  2,100  students.” 

Balboa  has  gone  to  double¬ 
sessions,  one  in  the  morning 
and  one  in  the  afternoon. 


Abraham  Lincoln  enjoys  a 
sound  structure,  but  15 
shacks  were  closed  last 
semester  and  are  being  used 
as  storage  space. 

In  1973,  District  officials 
estimated  that  quake  resto¬ 
rations  would  cost  $56  mil¬ 
lion,  but  in  January  of  this 
year  the  price  jumped  to  $85 
million. 

Stancliff  said  that  infla¬ 
tion,  requirements  for  dis¬ 
abled  students  such  as 
elevators  and  ramps,  and  a 
more  stringent  structural 
code  combined  to  increase 
the  expense. 

Engineers  and  architects 
gained  much  from  the  1971 
Los  Angeles  quake  which 
killed  at  least  35  persons. 

“As  soon  as  that  took 
place,  they  rushed  down  to 
examine  the  buildings  be¬ 
fore  all  of  the  debris  was 
cleaned  up,”  Stancliff  said. 

“If  you  can  get  to  a  school 
or  a  building  that  just 
collapsed,  you  can  learn  a 
lot,  but  once  they’ve  started 
the  bulldozers  scraping  it 
together  you  can’t  really  tell 
what  caused  it  to  fall. 

“From  that  earthquake, 
they  determined  a  lot  more 
things  that  needed  to  be 
tightened  up  in  school  con¬ 
struction.”
